In front of him was a tel- 
ephone transmitter, and as soon as a 
quotation was posted he would tele- 
phine it to the ‘clearing house’”’ for the 
brokers. 

An ingenious device has been equipped 
in the Western Union office, at Sixth 
and Olive streets, and at the branch 
office at the Merchants’ Exchange, to 
detect wire tapping. _.As an extra pre- 
caution the Chicago wires leading from 
the Merchants’ Exchange Building have 
been encased in metal sheathing. 

The detecting device consists of a 
magnetic apparatus, which is attached 
to incandescent lamps at the operating 
counter. If the wire is tampered with 
these lamps will light, but they will not 
burn with the same intensity. The 
magnetic machine attached to them 
measures the current which is going 
through @ach lamp and it is said that 
from réadings of the apparatus experts 
can tell almost exactly the point at 
which the wires are being tapped. 


Believe Quotations Are Stolen. 
Officials of the company believe that 


tappers have been at work in St. Louis 
recently, and that it was through the 
operations of these tappers that que- 
tations were “stolen” for ‘wire houses.” 

That quotations on grain are being 
“stolen” from the Merchants’ Exchange 
and used by “wire houses” js the belief 
of Walter J. G. Neun, Assistant Circuit 
Attorney, who has ordered an investiga- 
tion as to whether these “‘wire houses” 
can be classed as “bucket shops” in the 
meaning of the law. 

It is said that a man is employed to 
telephone the quotations from an office 
in a building near the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and that from the window of 
this building he can look through the 
windows of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Hall and see the quotations as they are 
posted en the board and recorded on the 
dials. 

Neun has not verified this statement, 
nor another, that the quotations are 
telephoned direct from the floor of the 
exchange by a wire-house representative 
who ts also an exchange member. The 
necessity for a continuous telephone cir- 
cult in sending the quotations makes 
him believe that they are sent from a

various parts of the city. 

This central house is affiliated with 
the Philadelphia Consolidated Ex- 
change which, according to court de- 
cisions, is a legitimate organization. 

Neun’'s investigation is for the purpose 
of determining whether the law is be- 
ing violated in the furnishing of quota- 
tions to smaller wire houses and wheth- 
er, as wire house men say, all¢of the 
trades given to them by customers are 
actually executed through the central 
house. 

“There wfll be no raids and no. fur- 
ther developments until the grand jury 
convenes,’ said Neun. “It is mo crime 
for anyone to look through a Merchants’ 
Exchange window and take quotations 
from a board and there can be no prose- 
cutions on that score. 

“I am merely collecting evidence to 
determine whether bucketshops are 
run in St. Louis‘in violation of law.” 

At the headquarters of the Plerce 
Building Co. Friday it was said that 
nothing was known there as to the 
operations of the “quotation thieves." 

“If anything of that sort was done 
here we had no knowledge of it,” said 
the man in charge of the effice. “Of 
course, a room might have been rented 
on false representations. We are trac- 
ing the matter now, but have not 
learned who it could have been that 
used a room in this building for such & 
purpose.”’

Sons of Christ Wiese on 
Watch, but Father Eludes 
Them and Leaves Hotel. 





Christ Wiese, 68 years old, walked out 
of a side door of the Pontiac Hotel, op- 
posite Union Station, at 6 a. m. Friday, 
while his son Herbert,/who had been on 
guard in the hotel office all night to 
prevent his escape, dozed in a chair, and 
while another son, Carl, guarded the 
front door. 

The two brothers at one time thought 
their father to be dead, and when they 
found him Thursday, caused his arrest 
on the charge of abandoning their 
mother. They learned soon after he 
left the hotel Friday that he had again 
eluded them, and started on a new 
search for him, in which they asked po- 
lice assistance. 

The cause of Wiese’s departure, in 
1908, and of the search for him, the 
sons say, was the sale of his 240-acre 
farm in Warren County, Mo. Wiese got 
his wife’s signature to the papers ef- 
fecting the sale, then, the sons say, de- 
parted with the entire proceeds of the 
transaction. 


Father Reported Dead. 

The two sons, their mother and their 
sister, Verona, who live at 3517 Clark 
avenue, were in ignorance of his where- 
abouts, and sent out printed circulars 
offering a reward for information about 
him. 

Another sister, Mrs. Louisa Berry of 
5836 Manchester avenue, apparently took 
little interest in the search, the brothers 
say. When news came that a body 
Supposed to be Wiese’s was about to be 
buried at Louisiana, Mo., and the others 
prepared to go there, Mrs. Berry de- 
clined to contribute to the expense of 
the journey, and said she did riot think 
the body was her father’s. 

Recently stories came to the Wiese 
brothers that their father was in 8t. 
Louis, and that Mrs. Berry visited him 
frequently. The brothers, who are mo- 
tormen, took turns in watching their 
visters. One of Mrs. Berry's neighbors 
told the brothers of having seen her 
get off a car at the Pontiac Hotel. The 
brothers investigated and found that 
the missing man was there. 

Carl Wiese called a policeman and 
asked for his father’s arrest. The fa- 
ther was taken to the Central District 
holdover, where, Thursday night, he 
was released on a $200 cash bond, which

SPENT NIGHT IN AIR 


Race Is for a $500 Cup to Go 
to Craft That Travels 
Greatest Distance. 


The balloons Missouri and New Peo- 
ria, racing from Peoria, Ill, for a $500 
cup, were traveling southward over 
Illinois Friday, according to long dis- 
tance telephone messages and telegrams 
to the Post-Dispatch. 

The Missouri was reported at Tilden, 
at 9:15 a. m., 10,000 feet in air, and the 
New Peoria at 10 a. m., at Edwards- 
ville, about 3000 feet high. 

The Missouri was sighted at 8:80 a. m., 
at Marine, IL, % miles northeast 
of St. Louis, according to a_ tele- 
Phone message to the Post-Dispatch. 

This balloon was reported as passing 


over Mascoutah, 25 miles south of Ma- 


rine, at 9 a. m. A telegram to the 
Post-Dispatch said it seemed to be 10,- 
000 feet high. 

The balloons whicn started were the 
St. Louis Aero Club's 40,000-cubic-‘oot 
capacity Missouri, with Albert Bond 
Lambert as pilot and James Bemis as 
aid; the New Peoria, entered by the 
Aircraft Club of Peoria. gvith H. Eugenc 
Honeywell as pilot and George B. 
Smith, a novice, as aid, and the Illinois, 
with a capacity of 36,000 cubic feet, pi- 
lo‘ed by “Stoney’’ Von Puhl. With Von 
Puhl was Harlow B. Spencer. 

Von Phul and Spencer landed at 6:10 
p. m. Thursday at Groveland, Ill., eight 
miles from Peorla. after being in the 
air only 35 minutes. They were the. 
heaviest pair among the racers, and 
were able to carry only two sacks of 
ballast, so that they did not expect to 
be able to compete with the other bal- 
loons, they said. 

They returned to Peoria Thursday 
night, and set out for St. Louis Friday. 

Both the Missuvuri and the Peoria 
sailed about due south, with good pros- 
pects, provided their wind carrying them 
veered slightly to the west, of making 
a St. Louls landing. Peorta is 135 miles 
from St. Louls as the crow files. 

The race is for a $500 cup offered by 
the Aircraft Club, to go to the pilot 
making the longest flight.

30 DEAD HORSES AND MULES | 
SINK WITH REDUCTION BARGE 


Fertilizer Manufacturing Company 
Was Obeying Order From 
City to Move Craft. 


Thirty dead horses and mules went 
down with a barge that sank at the 
head of Arsenal Island Thursday night 
when the Mound City Reduction Co. 
was in the act of obeying an order of 


President Reber of the Board of Public 
improvements by removing its floating 
pliant to Chesley Island or elsewhere. 

The concern has three barges. Dead 
animals are skinned on one barge, 
chopped up on another and reduced to 
fertilizer on the third. Since Aug. 1 the 
pliant has handled the car-asses of 458 
horses, mules and cows and 528 dogs. 
The deaths of many of the animals 
were due to the excessive heat. 

Citizens along the river section of 
Carondelet complained of the stench 
blown in from the floating plant. Some 
of the complaints came from residents 
of handsome places on the bluffs. 

Part of the plant has been located at 
Chesiey Island, which is opposite 
himmswick, Mo. Residents of that town 
have complained to the St. Louis au- 
thorities that dead animals are permit- 
ted to float ashore, The city, having 
no authority, referred the complaints 
to the United States Government. It 
is understood agents of Uncle Sam will 
go to Kimmewick and investigate.

Spann has no children. His wife keeps 
a servant. He paid $3250 for his five- 
room brick cottage two months ago.

Mrs. Spann says 
they made it so unpleasant that she 
and her husband decided to vacate the 
house. After Spann started on his 10- 
day trip she packed up and moved to 
-4283 St. Ferdinand avenue. 

That night a crowd gathered and hurl- 
ed stones through the windows, broke 
open the cellar door, wrenched loose a 
faucet and did other damage to the 
premises. They tacked notices on the 
rear door and on a post in front. 

_ Warnings | Left t on House, 
“The one on the rear door reads: 
‘“‘Niggers, take warning and keep out 

of this neighborhood. Don’t move into 
this house. Heed this advice.” 

The other notice ‘s worded similarly, 
with this addition: 

‘This is an unhealthy. neighborhood 
for niggers.” 

Attorney Charles A. McIntyre, repre- 
senting Spann has rented the house to 
another negro family. The white ob- 
jectors learned of this ana the demon- 
stration is said to have been due to their 
determination that no other negro fam- 
ily shall live there. 

Persons living next door to the Spanns 
say they were very quiet people.

Clerk’s Error Killed Bill, Says 
Head of Women’s Trade 
Union League. 





The invalidity- of the female labor 
law ig conceded by Mrs. D. W. Kneffler, 


president of the Women’s Trade Union 
League, and by State Factory Inspec- 
tor Williams. 

Mrs. Kneffler was asked Friday if 
she had abandoned all hope of the act 
being a valid law. She said she had, 
much to her sorrow. 

“The fact,” she said, “that the en- 
rolling clerk failed to include in the copy 
of fi@ bill sent to the Governor an 
amendment passed by the Senate, ac- 
cepted by a conference committee of 
both houses and passed by both houses, 
nullifies the law, and there is no hope 
or its being enforced. It is void.” 

State Factory Inspector Williams said 
that he had been advised for some days 
that the law was dead. ft was not the 
province of his office to enforce it, 
anyway, he said.

Somebody. ‘“Bobbed” Miss 
Frances Perrin’s Dark Tress- 
es While She Slumbered. 


SCISSORS LEFT NEARBY 








Mother Believes Girl Did It 
Herself Without Waking 
From Her Sleep. 





Miss Frances Perrin’s dark hair was 
snipped off while she slept in her room 
at 5541 Maple avenue. Her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Perrin, believe that she 
cut her hair in a fit of somnambulism. 

Mrs. Perrin was passing her daugh- 
ter’s opes. door at 1:40 a.m. Friday, 
when the girl cried out in a startled 
tone, “O, mamma, come here quick— 
my hair’s been cut off.’’ Mrs. Perrin 
called her husband and turned on the 
light. . 

The girl had gone to bed after comb- 
ing her hair, with the dark locks hang- 
ing loose and unrestrained.

Six Policemen Investigate. 
A telephone cail was sent to the po- 


lice and half a dozen policemen from 
the Page Avenue Station responded. 
They went over the house from cellar 
to garret, carefully examining. every 
door and window. Nothing in the house 
except the girl’s hair had been dis- 
turbed. There was no evidence that 
anyone had forced an entrance. 

The policemen questioned the girl.

She 
said, too, that she had not felt anyone 
touch her nor had she heard any noise.

Ball, former gubernatorial candidate, 
and other prominent citizens >f Louist- 
ana spent all last night in a taunch on 
the Mississippi River searching for the 
body of Mr. Ball’s private s-4cretary. 
Miss Ethel Robison, who was drowned 
about 8 p. m. while bathing nea: the Il- 
linols side. The body has not been re- 
covered. 

Miss Robison was one of the most 
popular young women in this city. She 
was a daughter of Mrs. Nettie Robison 
and was related to the Rule family, 
prominent here and in St. Louis. For 
seven years she had been Mr. Ball's 
secretary. During his campaign for the 
nomination for Governor last fall she 
attended to all his correspondence and 
was a great help to him. 

It has been for many years a practice 
of Louisiana young people to go across 
the river in the early evening and bathe 
in the shallow water off the sandbars 
that stretch into the stream from the 
lilinois shore. Yesterday evening a party 
compaqsed of Miss Robison, Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert Pribe, Miss Heléne Smith, Miss 
Effie Stumbaugh, Hurley McCune, Lynn 
Bryson-.and W. D. Reeds crossed the 
river in a launch to the old swimming 
place and entered the water.

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THE TERMINAL PROBLEM. 

The approaching conference between President 
McChesney of the St. Louis Terminal Railroad 
Association; the Mayor and the Municipal Ter- 
minal Commission will offer an opportunity 10 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion of the ques- 
tion of terminal improvements now vexing the 
city. All of the plans for terminal improvements 
contemplated by the railroads should be brought 
out in the conference. Not only the team tracks 
project for the Ranken property, but the altera- 
tions and additions to the extensive improvement 
plans subm:tted by the commission should be out- 
lined with a view of embodying them in a com- 
prehensive ordinance giving the railroads the fa- 
cilities for handling traffic on terms which will 
protect the rights and interests of the public. 

Efforts to settle the conditions of particular 
grants, such as that now being sought for the 
Ranken property, while points of difference be- 
tween the city and the association exist, have 
failed and probably will continue to fail. The 
passage of ordinances is obstructed by objec- 
tions to terminal conditions at other points, or 
by protests against new grants until the pro- 
visions of old grants have been carried out. The 
merits of the particular improvement ordi- 
nances sought are obscured by a mass of pro- 
tests, objections and disputes over questions hav- 
ing no relation to the ordinances themselves. 
Thus improvement plans are checked and the 
railroads‘ and the city are deprived of facilities 
needed by both. 

The best solution of the problem is a general 
settlement of all the existing differences  be- 
tween the city and the Terminal Association. Let 
us put the terminal question’ on a new basis. 
Let us obtain definite plans of all the improve- 
ments needed by the railroads. Let these plans 
be embodied in a general ordinance in which 
the necessary franchises are granted on condi- 
tions satisfactory to the city. This ordinance 
should cover the valid obligations which the 
railroads have hitherto neglected. It should con- 
tain the conditions of the new grants and the 
regulations and rates of terminal service. The 
ordinance should define the obligations of the 
Terminal Railroad with regard to viaducts and 
subways and the payment of costs and damages. 
It should define for all time the status of the as- 
sociatec terminals as the common terminals of 
all the railroads using them. It should dispose 
forever 2f arbitraries and switching charges on 
the bridges and terminal lines of the associa- 
tion. 

We do not pretend to offer details, which must 
be worked out carefully by experts with full 
knowledge of the desired grants. We merely sug- 
gest general outlines. Excellent hints may be 
obtained from the Kansas City termina] ordi- 
nance... The terms should be fai. ta both the city 
and the railroads. 

It is full time to stop ineffectual bickering 
over terminal questions and to settle the points 
at issue on a broad, satisfactory basis which will 
permit of adequate terminal developments to 
meet the needs of the traffic. It is the height 
of folly to hamper St. Louis commerce by deny- 
ing the railroads facilities needed to handle the 
city’s rapidly growing traffic. On the other 
hand, it would be the height of folly to fail to 
protect public interests.in franchise grants. The 
whole problem ought to be solved and a way 
opened for the fullest co-operation in the expan- 
sion of St. Louis industry and trade between the 
railroads and the people.

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WHAT IS A TOTAL ABSTAINER? 

The Temperance Life Insurance Co. of America 
has been organized at Atlanta, Ga. It is the only 
organization of its kind. It will insure only total 
abstainers. Its promoters claim to have statis- 
tics to show that total abstinence has a marked 
influence on the length of human life, the longev- 
ity of the abstainer being 25 to 30 per cent great- 
er than that of the nonabstainer. 

As a plan of insurance accepting only preferred 
risks, there are promised advantages in low 
rates. But is the penzlty of forfeiture of policy 
for the backsliding insured a guaranty of large 
business or an inducement t~ continued absolute 
temperance?’ Is a total abstainer one who never 
has taken a drink or one who never intends to? 
What will be the effect of ‘nhibition against 
drinking through the threat of forfeited life in- 
surance? Will total abstaizers, so insured, be 
proud to acknowledge that their abstinence is 
due to their insurance rather than their self- 
control? 

The statistics would be interesting, too. Whence 
were they gathered and by whom? There are, of 
course, many total abstainers among us, but they 
have never been segregated in the census. There 
are sects and communities where total absti- 
nence is a matter of religious belief or legal en- 
forcement. But is the death rate among the Sev- 
enth Day Adventists, the Shakers and the Quak- 
ers lower or their longevity greater, and if it ts, 
how do we know that it is not due among the 
Adventists to abstinence from meat, among the 
Shakers to simpie living and habits and among 
the Quakers to temperament rath.r than temper- 
ance: 

Over-induigence in intoxicants is doubtless 
physically destructive. All drinking may be bad, 
but drawing a line between the total a ners 
and the multitude ‘ncluding all Jegrees of non- 
abstainers is a gross absurdity. Ard shall we 
number among the totals also those truly total 
abstainers whose abstinence is the enforced pen- 
alty paid for a period of excessive indulgence? 
The question seems to be not whet is, but when 
is a total abstainer?

To-the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As to the garbage can problem now agitating the 
householders and property owners, permit me to sug- 
gest that the city have them made in quantities and 
sel] them to the people; if this is not feasible, make 
arrangements with several manufacturers to furnish 
them according to certain specifications. The makers 
will no doubt furnish them better and cheaper this 
way than when an individual purchase is made. It 
will also divide the business with all the makers of 
this class of goods and give no one a monopoly of it 


‘as seems to be the case with the present arrange- 


ment. Have the maker stamp with steel letter dies 
the number of the premises where the receptacle is 
to be used. This will discourage the industrious pet- 
ty thief from stealing them and save annoyance to 
the property owner or householder. I, like many 
others, have bought good ones only to have them 
stolen or destroyed within a few days. This dis- 
courages those who desire to keep their premises in a 
decent and respectable manner. When the number 
of the house is stamped in the can it cannot be 
erased without destroying the can and if it is of- 
fered for sale it will be evidence that it is stolen, 
the officer on the beat can ascertain easily as to the 
right or wrong in the matter and force restitution. 
I believe that 9% per cent of the householders will be 
more than glad to comply with the law if they are 
given the protection that is their just due.

Concerning the Unemployed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I notice in your last evening’s paper a Setter from 
one who suggests some sort of garden or farm work 
for the unemployed, etc. Lots of pity in that letter 
for the unemployed. Now, when I was quite a 
child I remember people coming to my father with, 
‘Well you know he has no job and he cannot find 
work.’”’ I remember my father getting the newspa- 
per and at one time counting 28 columns of ads read- 
ing “Help wanted,” and saying, ‘‘Don’t tell me a 
man cannot find work, Bah!’’ My father was a 
carpenter; when the weather was so he could not 
work at his trade, he shoveled snow off the side- 
walks, etc. I have been in the heart of the busi- 
ness world for the past 20 years. The first day 1 
started to find work, I applied at 30 places. I was 
inexperienced and young; two points against me, 
seemingly. I finally secured employment at $3 per 
week. Since that time, I have never been out of 
work 24 hours. Am getting much more than a hun- 
dred dollars per month now. People have come to 
me with “Please get me a position.”” My experience 
has taught me that most of the unemployed want a 
business man to put on a full dress evening suit, 
white kid gloves, hire a rubber-tired carriage. and 
drive around to their house and offer them a snap 
job on a silver platter, American beauties on the 
side. Have heard unemployed persons say: “I don’t 
want that job because an Irishman is the fore- 
man,"’ ‘I don’t want that job because they only get 
30 minutes for dinner,’’ ‘I don’t want that job be- 
cause I don’t like the smell of the factory,” or per- 
haps they don't like it because a German or a Jew 
is at the head. I have worked for the Irish, the Ger- 
man and the Jew. Have had very few positions and 
today all my ex-employers are my best friends. 
Never been discharged. Don’t stay at home when | 
have a scratch On my nose, or my toenail hurts a 
little. About 99 out of 100 of the unemployed are 
looking for a place, silently praying they'll not get it. 
Ask the big, strong man who comes to your back 
door and begs some breakfast if he will carry tn the 
coal or scrub your front steps first and watch him 
sneak out the back way real quick; he'd rather do 
without the breakfast. Most workmen work for 
time for the whistle to blow and pay night only. | 
never left my place the minute the bell tapped: was 
always there a few minutes at least before the bel!

Those who have witnessed the horrors 
of the traffic in decrepit horses that has 
for so long been carried on between 
this country and Belgium must rejoice 
that at length steps are to be taken to 
¢heck it if not to stop it. Lord Carring- 
ton, on behalf ef the Board of Agricul- 
ture, has promised to appoint a special 
veterinary to supervise the embarka- 
tions and enforce the existing rules, and 
the municipality of Antwerp, whither 
most of the animals are taken, have 
decided te press the Belgian Government 
to provide railway trucks for convey- 
ance to their destination instead of driv- 
ing them in their wretched condition 
through the streets, or to provide sham- 
bles near the quay where they could be 
slaughtered.
